The deep utility closet at the left . is for 
sweeper, mop and broom with shelves 
above for cleaning and polishing articles. 
The adjoining base cabinet has metal 
drawer for bread, partitioned drawer for 
cutlery and deep drawer for large tools 
and appliances. The two double doors 
beneath open to a compartment with shelf 
for storing, pots, pans, crockery and other 
large items. Pan lid racks are found on 
inside of doors. 

Plumbing connections are concealed, the 
metal grill provides proper air circulation 
and large door for convenient access to 
fixtures. Behind the slender doors on each 
side are located towel and tray racks. 
Further to the right another base unit sup- 
plies additional drawer and shelf space. 



The linoleum counter is edged with stain- 
less steel forming a work table suitable for 
all kitchen uses and resilient enough to 
minimize breakage of dishes. Sink bowl is 
acid resisting white porcelain enamel.

LUMBER — Scientifically seasoned hardwoods used 
throughout. 

CONSTRUCTION— All front frames are mortised 
and tenoned. Shelves are dadoed into sides. Units 
are assembled in specially designed clamps, mak- 
ing them perfectly square, rigid and uniform. 
Front frames are glued to body cabinets with 
tongue and groove joint.

FINISH — Years of research work have produced an 
enamel for Oxford De Luxe Cabinets that will not 
craze, crack, or chip off and will retain its original 
color. The hard, smooth, high gloss finish in a vari- 
ety of. color combinations cannot be improved upon. 
Triple coats are applied with spray guns and all 
surfaces are carefully sanded between each coat. 

ACCESSORIES — A variety of optional accessories 
are obtainable in any group of Oxford Built-in 
Cabinets. 

Among these are metal bread drawers, parti- 
tioned cutlery trays, metal flour bins, metal laundry- 
hampers, partitioned metal drawers, pan racks on

SINE TOPS — Oxford base cabinets are so con- 
structed that they are adaptable for use in con- 
junction with any type of sink.

However, the sink top should be purchased from 
the cabinet manufacturer so that a proper fit is as* 
sured at the factory. 

GENERAL COLOR SUGGESTIONS— When deco- 
rating your kitchen first consider the room expo- 
sure, whether North or South — warm or cool. The 
desirable room is sunny and cheerful. Under some 
conditions it is naturally so, in other instances it 
must be created by our decorating selections. 

A common rule is "Warm colors for dark and cool 
rooms," "Cool colors for bright and warm rooms." 

Accordingly, a room with a Northern exposure 
and little natural illumination can be made bright 
and cheerful if the walls or largest areas are painted 
a yellow or warm cream and the floors finished in 
a colorful linoleum. 

On the other hand, a room with excessively bril- 
liant illumination will be moderated by introducing 
a cool color such as Green on the walls or floor. 

Adopt a color scheme in which a color and its 
tints predominate and relieve an otherwise monot- 
ony by the introduction of a few accents of a con- 
trasting or complementary color. 

It is common practice to repeat the major color 
of the floor covering in the window curtains. 

When your rooms are dull and uninteresting re- 
member that a new color scheme can recreate the 
most drab of rooms and give it an exhilarating 
atmosphere of hospitality and cheerfulness. 

GENERAL — Unless otherwise specified, our quota- 
tions include kitchen cabinets only. Other items, 
such as refrigerators, ranges, etc., are illustrated 
principally to complete the scene but can be fur- 
nished if desired.
